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MISCONCEPTION AS TO RUSSIAN 


RELIEF 


Secretary of Commerce Hoover evident- 


ly assumes, and quite properly, that the 
distribution of foodstuffs, clothing:, medi- 
cines and supplies in Russia shall be di- 
rectly in charge of representatives of the 
American Relief committee. 
He insists, 


therefore, on arrangements with the so- 
viet government itself for the safety and 
freedom of relief workers. 


The soviet government seems to believe, 


as is imik-aid by cable messages, that the 
actual relief ^vork will be done by its offi- 
cers and agents. It seems to believe that 
the food and supplies trill be given by the 
American relief workers to the soviet- 
agents, v ho Avould undertake to effect dis- 
tribu^on. The consequences nf any such 
arrangement would be. of course, rhat tb* 
3 


soviet workers would dispense relief as 
thev t,aw fit. 


To the soviet plan there are two ex- 


tremely si\n e prospects 
One is that the 


uj.-tnbunon of lood. clothing and supplies 
would be a< comphshed vuth partiality and 
without system or efficient y or general 
benefit. 
The other is that the soviet 


agents would become, as relief workers. 
ang1"-1!? of charily, and they could, and 
probably would, trv 
;<. turn the relief 


work to polmral ends 


Soviet Foreign 
Minister Tchitcherin 


says that 18.000.000 people in sixteen 
localities are in dir-3 distress. 
These peo- 


ple absolutely need more than "2.0uO.- 
fiuO.nOO pounds of foodstuffs, and this 
quantiiy Mould be only fifty per cent of 
norria1 ration*;. Feed for animals, is aKo 
needed, and ^o are seeds and stock. There 
can hardly be any doubt that these esti- 
mates are the minimum of actual require- 
ments. 
— 


Mr. Hoover's stand that the soviet gov- 


ernment itself must ciiarautce the safety 
and freedom of American relief workers, 
and that those representatives must oarry 
on the relief work, is the stand to which 
he should adhere, and in which he should 
be supported. It would be expecting too 
much, in view of the many failures of the 
so-\ic't government and system to expo-t 
efficiency and impartiality through soviet 
direction of relief. 


OPPOSITION TO SEATING OF 


NEWBERRY 


A strong and militant alliance of Repub- 


lican and Democratic senators with Ken- 
yon of Iowa as its leader, has been formed 
quickly for the dual purpose of preventing 
Senator Newberry of Michigan from being 
seated and driving a wedge into the reac- 
tionary force which controls the upper 
house of congress. The opposition is made 
up of shrewd, brainy, belligerent, deter- 
mined and perscverant senators, including 
Borah of Idaho. Johnson of California. 
Pomerene of Ohio and Ashnrst of Arizona, 
who rally zealously to the support of a 
principle and who have ideas of their own 
as to the dominating ring. 


The majority report of privileges and 


elections committee, which was adopted 
by a partisan vote, exonerated the incom- 
ing senator from Michigan of buying his 
seat, with the explanation that Newber- 
ry was not cognizant of the generosity of 
his campaign managers. 
As might have 


been expected, and as was expected by all 
•who arc acquainted with political manipu- 
lation, the report solemnly and patriotical- 
ly deplores and condemns the distribu- 
tion of a stack of money in the Michigan 
campaign. 


"We are not children." a remark at- 


tributed to Ashurst. who will submit one 
of the two minority reports, smells like 
an explosive. 
"A wealthy 
man.'' this 


senator continues, ''could give a power of 
attorney to a confidential agent, go away 
to Europe, and come back to find himself 
senator.'' 
As to the 
minority 
report 


which Pomerene will present, the smoke 
of battle blows in the announcement that 
be has followed the case from the begin- 


ning. 
The Pouiereue and Ashurst bar- 


rages will be followed 
by an attack by 


Kcnyon, reinforced by Borah and John- 
sou—and Borah, it is worth remembering, 
fought for his disarmament ideal until 
President Harding arranged for the dis- 
armament confcreiu-e. 
Thirteen of the 


sixty Republic-ail vote*., added to the thir- 
ty-six Democratic votes, 
would debar 


Newberry from the senate. 


The group of daughty senators who 


will brmsr all their might to bear against 
the seating of Newberry will have vigor- 
ous public opinion with them. As far as 
the people are concerned the expenditure 
of a large amount of money for a nomina- 
tion is not a partisan issue; from their 
standpoint, the buying or the attempted 
purchase of au office is treacherous crime 
against the representative form of gov- 
ernment.

dise is an item of cost of manufacture or 
carrying on business, the rule is that it is 
passed on to the consumer, or that as much 
of it can be transmitted to the consumer 
is included in the price of the goods. How- 
ever, afi taxes of this kind are not paid by 
the consumer, either in whole or in part, 
but in sonic cases must be assumed by the 
manufacturer, or more generally by the 
middleman. 


Business competition, the amount of 


the tax. fluctuations of prices, and a few 
more factors actuate toward placing the 
burdeoi of taxes on goods on the consum- 
er, the jobber or the manufacturer, or of 
distributing the load 
If rbf tax is com- 


paratively larse, 
it Is passed" on to the 


Consumer, as it is a large production cost- 
i*em and must influence prices: if it is 
relatively smal'. it tends ro be absorbed 
by the manufacturer, provided it is too 
small to cause an increase of price: if it 
is an element of stmnsr ^ompetiiion. it may 
he shared by the manufacturer and job- 
ber, or be borne mostly or entirely by the 
jobber. 


The tax is passed on to the consumer 


whenever this is possible, but there are 
many < ases in whi^h it does not affect the 
consumer at nil.

field, to the c-nd. aeain quoting Col. 
Forbes. rhnt "much of the red tape will be 
climiijtitcd." Many more soldiers will be 
entitled to compensation than under the 
superseded laws and systems. Special at- 
tention will he given by tht- bureau to the 
rehabilitation of veterans. 


The spirit displayed by Col Forbes in 


his statement concerning the operating 
plans is exactly what veterans and their 
friends have longed for as they have felt 
keenly th*5 apparent nesleet of their inter- 
ests and the seeming indifference regard- 
in? their welfare. 
The difficulty and de- 


lay, the strict formality and occasional 
brusque treatment, with which they have 
h«4 to contend in seeking relief to which 
their sacrifices entitled them have irritat- 
ed and disgusted them as signs of nation- 
al ingratitude. 


Primary and most mandatory of all the 


obligations of the government and the 
people arc those which are due to the vet- 
erans of the world war. and in particular 
to disabled and needy veterans. Veterans 
who need help should rer-r-ive it. and im- 
mediately and easily, and the help should 
be given to them 
with

DIDX'T RAISE MY BOY 


Quoting from an address entitled, "A Father's 


Responsibility to His Son," by Charles E. Barker, 
II. D. and P. C. D., delivered June 19 before the 
Tenth Annual Rotary Convention' at Salt Lake City, 
Utah: 


" . . . . I do not believe in the teaching of sex hy- 


giene to children in the public schools^ under high 
school ase. (Applause). I don't want my child to 
have his mind instructed on this most important, 
and if you please, sacred matter, by a stranger who 
has no affection or love for him.... 


" . . . . The sane, logical, wise and sensible way to 


deal with this problem is by the father with his own 
boy in the home and the mother •with her own 
daughter in the home; that it is not a question to be 
left to strangers; that it is not a question that should 
(come to these boys and girls from the public schools 
(Applause )...." 


The natural way. to be sure, is for the father to 


instruct his son and the mother her daughter—but 
very few fathers and mothers are competent to do 
so. because of the known fact thai this part of their 
own education was neglected when they went to 
school. 


I want mv children instructed on this sacred dues 


tion in the public school from grade 1 of the primary 
department right on up through the very last year 
of high school. I think the public school teacher is 
quite as competent and safe to teach my children sex 
hygiene as he or she is to teach them physiology, 
mathematics or history. There is something radical- 


wiong with the very notion o£ instructing chil- 


dren in such a matter if the instruction is unfit for 
a school teacher to impart. The great drawback 
about too much matter masquerading under the ir 
fin°d t.tlf of sex hygiene is that the stuff is stilted, 
nsmcere. mysterious and in pflfct move harmful 
to the curious child.

Their noses commence to bleed 


nearlv every time they cough. Is it anything dan- 
gerous? (Mrs. S. Z.) 


Answer—-Whooping cough is a serious disease. 


Keep the children outdoors all day and let them 
sleep outdoors if possible. Make for each an abdom- 
inal binder some six inches wide, with woven elastic 
insertions at the sides, and eyelets and cord or tape 
to lace snuggly on at the back over the undershirt. 
This affords elastic support to the abdomen and 
seems to make the coughing snells come less fre- 
quently and less severely. Have the family doctor 
administer at once the whopping cough vaccine, or 
if you are unable to employ a private physician per 
haps you can obtam this great help by applying to 
the city health department. It is dangerous to ply a 
child with an alleged cough medicine unless your 
doctor or the health department has approved the 
medicine, for many such medicines contain narcotics 
or opiates which have brought death to too many 
children.
